Governor Bradford of the Plymouth Colony, writing con- 
temporaneously, records that in the spring of 1622 he sent his 


rebuilt and lengthened pinnace to Damariscove for provisions 
for his starving colony. The well established and provisioned 


fishing establishment here, which undoubtedly included New- 


agen, loaded the pinnace with provisions, without cost, and 
thereby probably saved the Plymouth Colony at a crucial time. 


Such facilities, although nomadic, must have been well estab- 
lished years before this. 

In the year 1623, a summit conference, to use a modern 
term, was held in New England by its then Governor Gorges, 
accompanied by a retinue of advisors and navigators, chief 
of the latter being Capt. Christopher Levett. It was attended by 
the great Sachem Samoset and other leading Indian Chiefs. 
It lasted for three days. Where was it held? Not anywhere in 
Massachusetts Bay, although Gorges had traveled the entire 
coast, not at the landfall of Monhegan, not at ancient Pema- 
quid, but in Newagen Harbor, mostly because there were fac- 
ilities here to leave their ships for a short spell and live on 
the land. 

Writing in his log, Levett says, “and next we came to Cape 
Manwagen where nine ships fished last year.’ This same 
Christopher Levett tells us that an average fishing ship of that 
time carried a crew of fifty men. 

Four hundred and fifty people at Newagen in 1623! More 
than has ever been there since, even with a “no vacancy” at 
Newagen Inn. Historian Greene, writing of this episode, sums 


it up so beautifully and accurately thus: ‘This little point bor- 
dering on Cape Harbor was at one time one of the few and one 


of the principal places in America.”

Don not only partcipated in many fisheries conferences 
throughout the world, but also engaged himself in the physical 
aspects of their many problems. He spent many tireless hours 
under any and all conditions working with fishermen on their 
boats. When the study of the ocean floor was necessary, Don 
learned the art of skin diving in order to make personal obser- 
vations. 


In spite of his dedication to his work, Don found time to 
become involved in the Civil Defense program serving (22) 
years on a county and town level, spending many hours with 
instructing people to be prepared and able to help themselves. 
Don also found time to serve on the Governor's council on ed- 
ucation, helped to originate the local chapter of the AFS Stu- 
dent program, Trustee and Chairman of the General Adminis- 
trative Board of the local United Methodist Church and Master 
of the local Grange. 


There is no way to determine the extent to which his pass- 
ing has affected his fellow man, though he did not fulfill his 
mission.

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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of financial 
concern. Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of 
bank statements and count of cash. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well 
as expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls 
and canceled checks were examined on a selective basis. 
Letters of confirmation were used on a test basis to verify 
the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 

Revenue accruing to the municipality from various 
sources was reviewed and checked to pertinent records. 
Special fund transactions were checked. Records of town 
meetings, as they pertained to financial matters, were re- 
viewed. Surety bond coverage was determined. 


COMMENTS 
OPERATIONAL RESULTS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed a net unexpended 
departmental balance of $6,954.39 was lapsed to surplus, per 
the following summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balance $7,495.58 
Overdrafts 541.19 
Net Unexpended Balance $6,954.39 


The overlay, supplemental taxes and the unused bal- 
ance of excise tax collections were the major factors con- 
tributing to the amount lapsed to surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying 
financial statements: 


ASSETS ... The general fund cash balance totaled 
$67,221.31 at December 31, 1969. The bank balance used in 
reconciling this amount was confirmed by the depository. 
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Taxes receivable totaled $3,263.75 of which $3,166.00 
was for the current year. The remaining balance of $97.75 
was for prior accounts dating from 1965. Tax liens totaled 
$677.00 and date from 1954. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS ... Ac- 
counts payable of $19,977.61 consisted principally of amounts 
due the Squirrel and Capitol Island Village Corporations. 


Employees’ payroll deductions totaling $779.46 were due 
governmental agencies at the year end. 


Departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year, by vote of the townspeople, amounted to $30,759.58. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $19,570.06, a 
net increase of $6,324.39 for the year. This change was oc- 
casioned principally by the net unexpended departmental 
balance lapsed. 


DEBT FUND ... The debt fund of $6,600.00 consists of 
outstanding notes for various purposes and mature during 
the next three years. 


SPECIAL FUNDS ... These various purpose funds to- 
taled $19,738.78 at the year end and were invested in time 
deposits and bank savings bonds, with the exception of 
$75.35 due from the general fund. 


GENERAL 


At the annual town meeting it was voted, “to turn over 
all Cemetery Trust Funds now held, and all future Cemetery 
Trust Funds that may be sent to the Town of Southport, to 
the Cemetery Trustees.” 


The transfer of excise tax revenue of $5,000.00 to the 
snow removal account was voter authorized.

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SCHOOLS 
REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of the Town of Southport: 


I am pleased to submit this annual report of the Super- 
intendent of schools. 


The staff is the same this year at the Southport School 
with Mr. Robert Irvine as Principal, and Teacher of grades 
6, 7, and 8; Mrs. Emolyn Pratt, grades 3, 4, and 5; and Mrs. 
Jean Niemi, grades K, 1, and 2. Mrs. Lydia Elliott has con- 
tinued as teacher aide at the school and provides valuable 
assistance not only to the teachers, but also for the students. 


This is again a legislative year and there are two ed- 
ucational bills in particular that will be presented to the leg- 
islature which could affect Southport. One is a subsidy bill 
that would require each town in the state to raise 20 mills 
per thousand of state valuation to finance education. South- 
port’s state valuation is $10,100,000. which means that 
$202,000, would have to be raised locally for state educa- 
tional purposes. The state would then subsidize each town 
on the basis of $556. per student plus 80% of the transport- 
ation cost. This would mean that Southport would receive 
approximately $47,000. state subsidy to operate their school 
system and any amount above that, would have to be raised 
locally. 


The second bill which could affect Southport, would 
require all towns to become part of a School Administrative 
District by a certain date. At the present time, there are 75 
School Administrative Districts in the state, plus the cities 
which serve 80% of the school population. 


The total budget indicates an increase of $7,987. com- 
pared to an increase of $6,481. in appropriation. Fifty per- 
cent of the increase in appropriation can be attributed to 
tuition and the remainder to services and supplies. If the 
subsidy law now being considered by the 105th Legislature 
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was applied to this budget, it would mean that in addition 
to the $202,000, paid to the state, the town would be asked 
to also appropriate $38,964. for local educational operation. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank the Town 


Officials, School Committee, and teachers for their cooper- 
ation this past year. The problems of education and its 
financing are becoming more complex every year and very 
few of these problems have simple solutions. However, with 
the continued support of the voters of Southport, I am cer- 
tain that a way will be found so that a good educaion will 
continue to be provided for the children of Southport in the 
years ahead.

Southport,

pressive and educational to all who were fortunate enough 
to see them. We especially congratulate the students for 
their ingenuity and enthusiasm, and look forward to another 
Southport Science Fair this year. 


The School Committee would like to thank Mr. Richard 
Dill for the many years he served on the committee, and 
for his efforts to improve the educational program in South- 
port.

Community health which includes nursing care under a 
doctor’s order to any citizen needing it, welfare and social 
service visits, periodic visits to those who attend specialized 
clinics (Knox County Chest Clinic, Cardiac Clinic of the 
Maine Medical Center, Cystic Fibrosis Clinic, etc.) 


A well baby clinic held the first Wednesday of every 
month offers immunization for diptheria, tetanus, pertussis, 
polio, smallpox, measles and will soon offer mumps and Ger- 
“man measles immunization, The attendance at these clinics 
has not decreased. 


A flu clinic was offered town and school employees. 

School health begins in January with pre-school regis- 
tration at which physicians and dental examinations are 
done. 


Physical exams and immunizations are offered in grades 
1, 4, 7, 11 to those who have parental consent. The physical 
exam includes urinalysis and blood pressure. ; 


Eye tests are done in all grades. Hearing tests are being 
done in all grades this year because the State Department 
of Health and Welfare is doing a special survey on hearing 
as well as on sight. 


The tubercular testing in the schools was done again 
this year. In this area too, a special survey was asked for 
this time by T. B. Control. 


In hopes to eliminate birth defects from German meas- 
les, the Dept. of Health and Welfare has asked us to offer 
(at the State’s expense) Rubella Vaccine to the Kindergar- 
ten through the sixth grade. After this year it will be offer- 
ed to the kindergarten only. 


@ 
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The third area of nursing activity is Public Health. The 
Dept. of Health and Welfare has asked our cooperation in 
T.B. Control (more help is needed at the local levels since 
the sanitoriums have closed) and in evaluating the effective- 
ness of existing school health programs. 

The surveys asked for have been very time consuming 
but hopefully will show areas of strength and weakness in 
existing programs, so that the programs and services 
might be continued or altered to better serve the needs of 
the community. 

Have there been changes in the past 17 years? 


I feel the program and the need for it is essentially the 
same now as in the past except in the area of schools where 
the health needs seem to have increased a great deal. 

I thank Mrs. H. C. Boyar who has alternated working 
weeks with me since October, the Board Members of the 
Boothbay Region District Nursing Association, Inc., the 
doctors and their receptionists, the staff of St. Andrews, 
town and school officials and personnel, and the many vol- 
unteers for their help and cooperation the past months.
